How far the naval renaissance of the 
United States results from any conviction 
on the part of the a that warehips are 
required, or ap to pational sentiment 
promoted by the shipbuilding interest, is 
not worth inquiry, says the Londen Stand- 
ard. The Americans know their own buasi- 
ness best. Nevertheless, to an outsider, 
the great republic seems to haye began to 
build war vessela when they are least req- 
uisite, Her seaboard is of enormous ex- 
tent, but is in little i from any enemy, 
and science within the past ten or fifteen 
years has enabled harbors to be defended by 
mines, torpedoes and other deadly means 
which were unknown in the daya ‘ before 
the war.” One cannot well imagine the 
circumstances under which the United 
States need, unless by the most deplorable 
folly or intentional aggressiveness, drift 
into hostilities with any other great power. 
The republic is in the happy position of 
having—except in one instance, and as 
that instance is our Canadian fellow-sub- 
jects we decline to discuss any such pos- 
sibilities as an Anglo-American war-——no 
neighbors at all fit to cope with her. The 
nearest are, indeed, navyless, and all the 
rest know their own resources too well to 
think, even if there was the least chance 
for a quarrel, of trying conclusions with 
her. Chili, it was atone time believed, 
might perhaps give ing trouble. But 
even at that period the United States fleet 
in the Pacific was quite equal to that of the 
smaller powers. 

The good fortune of the country which 
yesterday made so creditable a display of 
sea-going fighting machines is that she can 
concentrate all her fleets along her home 
coasts. She does not possess colonies scat- 
tered all over the world and requires none, 
She has no fleets of corn ships to convey 
from the other side of the globe, as a power 
like EKogland must when by any evil acci- 
dent we are threatened with difficulties hy 
one of the buge armed states of Kuropes 
The southern cruisers almost rained the 
merchant: fleet, but it was not the absence 
of a navy that for twenty years subsequent- 
ly prevented the Americans from recover- 
ing their carrying trade. If, therefore, the 
republic is prepared to continue a pacifir 
career, neither to annex nor to ‘*protect,”’ 
and to refuse—in accordance with the early, 
and, it seemed, the fixed policy of the re- 
public—to form any ‘entangling alliances” 
or acquire any “‘territory beyond the sea,” 
amuch smaller navy than that she is so 
feverishly building might serve all the 
wante of the country. t present, inclad- 
ing gun boats ood other small craft, the 
United States navy numbers eighty vesse!s, 
mounting more than 1,100 guns,and includ- 
ing among this generally indifferent roll of 
ehips some very fine specimens of the 
modern floating battery. The Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Newark, Franciseo, At- 
lanta and Yorktown are all craft of a for- 
midable description. In addition there is 
the dynamite gun vessel Vesuvius, the effi- 
ciency of which has still to be proved ; and, 
as it is not unlikely to be quite as deatrue- 
tive to friends as to foes, the most sincere 
desire of every well-wisher (including her 
inventor) is that this outcome of American 
ingenuity may forever remain a speculative 
curiosity for such friendly exhibitions as 
that of yesterday.

ANTIQUITY OF BELL FOUNDING. 


The Art Known to the Saxoun Many Years 
Before the Norman Conquest, 
The art of bell founding is undoubtedly 
antiquity. The Saxona are known 
8 bells in their churches, al- 
a but small ones, for the 
Bede, writing at the end of the 
seventh century, alludes to them in terms 
which seem to show that they were not un- 
familiar things. The towers of the Saxon 
period have belfries of considerable dimenu- 
sions in most cases, and, according to the 
Gentleman's M at Crowland abbey, 
in South Lincolnshire, there was a famous 
_ of seven bells many years before the 
orman conquest. The monks at that time 
and for sometime after were the chief practic- 
tioners of the art of bell founding—which 
indeed is one of the many things those well 
abused mex have handed down to us. Their 
bells were rarely without inscriptions, often 
invery bad Latin, containfn goa some 
obscure joke, the point of which is now lost.

LIGHTING FIRES RY FRICTION. 


Primitive Wetheds S111 ta Ter Amens 
Sesme af the Indian Tribes. 
Centaries ago—before the white men hai 
serene inte the lands of the Klamath, 
*aeble and other ledian tribes of the west 
—weod friction was the method employed 


manner of. kindling fires can be observed 
among many of them to-day. No other 
method is employed by the Eskimos and 
o:her northern uncivilized people, and 
later than 188% woed friction wae used to 
kindle the fire at the white dog feast by the 
New York Irequois Indians and the Onon- 
daga Iroquois of Canada. The operation of 
igniting tinder by wood friction is varied, 
but in every instance it is peculiar and 
shows a considerable amount of patience 
and ingenuity. The most primitive form of 
apparatus consists of two pieces of wood, 
one cf ‘some dry, loose-grained timber, 
which is the piece to be operated upon, and 
the other, or spindle, of hard weed, which 
must be perfectly dry. The first piece is 
laid flat on the ground close to the tinder 
which is to be ignited, and asmall hole is 
cut in the floor to receive the wood powder 
as it is ground from the loose-grained wood. 
The hard wood spindle is then taken be- 
tween the palms of the hands, and having 
first pressed the point against the other 
piece of wood it is twirled rapidly, causing 
a gradually increasing friction and grinding 
out a little heap of wood powder, which 
fall into the hole referred to. This gener- 
ates a great deal of heat, and finally the lit- 
tle heap of wood dust begins to smolder, and 
in a little time enough heat is evolved to 
—- ignition byspontaneous combustion. 

lame is never produced by this operation. 
The wood or coal must be brought into con- 
tact with the tinder and cautiously fanned 
into a blaze. 

Another form is called the “‘ pump or 
weighted drill,” and thie apparatus is naed 
**in only two lovalities in the world” for 
making fires—viz., among the Chukchis, of 
Siberia, and the Iroquois Indians of New 
York and Canada. The apparatus is 
very ingeniously constructed. It consists 
of & piece of soft or loose-grained wood, as 
in the first case, and the * pump” or spindle. 
The spindle is made of wellasseoned elm or 
other hard wood. It is usually about two 
feet long and has a kind of fly wheel about 
three inches from the bottom. A crossprece 
of wood with a hole in the center large 
enough for the spindle to pass through 
easily is then adjusted as the ‘‘pump”’ han- 
die. Attached t each end of the handle 
are corde, which are fastened to the top of 
the spindle and twisted around it in such 
a manner that moving the handle up ‘and 
down will cause it to revolve rapidly in al- 
ternate directions,thes creating a maximum 
amount of friction at the point of contact 
with the loose-grained wood, This was 
the kind of apparatus used by the Iroquois 
Indians at the white dog feast of 1888.

Capital is de- 
cidedly cautious, Money is locked up lest 
it should be lost or proved unprofitable, 
Loans can only be secured upon the best of | 
securities, which, aside from their quality, 
must be much more ample than would be | 
exacted in times of financial plenty and | 
confidence. Enterprises demanding any 
considerable outlay are deferred the 
coming of better times and the employment 
in every department of industry is reduced 
to a minimum as one of the most direct 
methods of economy. It isan old saying 
that the man who draws good wages is 
fortunate when times are hard. His capi- 
tal is not risked, bis income is assured and 
he least fecla the depression of the money 
market. Hence it ts that labor does not | 
take alarm so readily as does capital, 
too often injures its own cause by fiuling to | 
appreciate the sug zestion of ence in an 
emergency like the present.

Can the negro be trained as a mechanic, 
or is he by nature adapted to other work 
than that of an unskilled laborer?

The beautifal stained glaw window erect- 
ed by the ladies of Bt. Peter's Church to 
perpetuate the memory of Mra. Wishart was 
placed in position on Toesday afiernoon, and 
ie not only a worthy tri‘ote te the high cher- 
acter and religious devotion of the life it com- 
memortates, but esa work of art is uneurpase- 
ed for chaateness of design, richness of color- 
ing, delicacy of finish, beauty and euggertive- 
nese of ideal, and correct employment of ec- 
clesiastical eymboliam. As the first memor- 
ial window in Madoc it is worthy of special 
mention, and as «thing of enduring beanty

In face of al: this it. would be pre- 
sumption to say that these vessels are true 
copies éf the veasele of Columbus. They 
are, no doubt, good representations: of his 
time, and at least will give the onlooker « 
good idea of the characterof the times and 
a just appreciation of the courage of the 
great discoverer, who would aail in his day 
of superstition, through unknown waters in 
such frail craft. 

The present ‘* Santa Maria” was built 
at Cadiz, Spain, and launched Jaly 30, 
1802. Her length isa few inches over 
75 feet and her beam 25 feet. The hull 
is short, narrow and very high as compared 
with modern vessels. The extremities bulge 
considerably in order to support the enor- 
mous weight of the upper works, which at 
the bow project considerably over the body 
of the ship. The stern is flat, The poop 
covers nearly all the after part of the ship 
and nearly aa far ‘o-ward as the mainmast ; 
under it are placed tho tillers and relieving 
tackles. On her poop and ey tending actoss 
her deck is a cabin which is supposed to be 
like that oceupied by Columbus ; the door 
is placed on the starboard side. In this room 
are many curiosities, There is an old bed- 
stead, tour hundred years old, and all around 
the compartment are weapons of the middle 
ages. Columbus's candlesticks and inkstand 
stand upon the table, a fac-simile of a chart 
drawn .

The “Nina” is the stnallest of the fleet and 
is different from the others in many re- 
aspects.

There 
will be put on the stocks this year, aceord. 
ing to the programme presented in the bud- 
get, three 12,000-ten ironclads, two firat- 
class cruisers, eight second-class cruisers, 
one torpedo despatch boat, and twenty-four 
torpedo boats. Provision is asked for the 
completion during 1894 of other vessels al- 
ready in course of construction, as follows: 
Eleven ironclads, five armor-velted cruisers, 
and two third-class cruisers, in addition to 
torpedo, d\spatch, submarine, and other 
smaller boats. There will thus be, in 18M, 
abouta hundred war vessels in course of 
construction or equipment for the French 
navy. 

Economy and retrenchment in military 
matters have been talked in Austria late- 
ly, but the Austrian military estimates for 
1804 provide fora “necessary expansion” 
of the army. The number of officers will 
be increased, additional horees will be pur- 
chase d, and the artillery will be ** reorgan- 
ized” on a broad scale. Seven hundred and 
thirteen additional officers will be gazetted 
to infantry regiments during 18$4. A like 
increase of officera is projected for the rifle 
battalions, and a few will be added to the 
cavalry, artillery, and medical corps: but 
these reforms will extend over several years. 
A brigade of artillery will be added, making 
sixteen instead of fifteen and a total of sixty- 
four regiments of field artillery. Additions 
will alao be made to the fortress artillery. 
A telephone corps is to be attached to each 
army corps. 

There has been an enormous increase in 
the strength of European navies during the 

ast year or eo, and the Austrian Naval 
Minister calla atténtion to the fact that 
during last year Great Britain added to 
her fleet more vessels and a greater tonnage 
than that of the whole 4 the oo 
rian navy pub together, wenty-one 
i, Renee Br 141,900 tons displace- 
ment, was England's addition to her navy 
in 1892.

All the vessels launched last year by the 
more important countries were a 
ships of the line, with protected hulls and 
decks with a displacement between 10,000 
and 14,000 tons,the former — more gen- 
eral, The armor consists mainly of steel 
or compound plates, and in afew cases o 
nickel steel. Nickel steel was also used to 
some extent for naval guns. The most not- 
able innovation in machinery was the use 
of three screws in some of the larger ves- 
sels, ‘The use of petroleum has been aband- 
oned on war ships,on account mainly of the 
risk of fire. The big uns of 100 to 110 tons 
continue to give way to those of lighter 
calibre, the new guns being, at the moat, 
not more than sixty-eight tons in weight, 
witha calibre of thirty-four centimetres, 
against forty-five centimetres in the big 
guns. Many experts consider this reduc- 
tion in calibre as premature, in view of the 
receat improvementsin ships’ armor. There 
was a great increase in the number of quick- 
firing guns of medium calibre up to sixteen 
centimetres, The general use of smokeless 

owder for guns of all calibre, is considered 
oe the compilers of the Austrian report to 
be only a question of short time.

A Sedalia, Mo., special says :—At Otter- 
ville, Morgan cougty, thirteen miles. east of 
here—the scene of several train robberies 
in past years—William Kuykendall, aged 
38 years and single, this morning at 8:45 
o'clock shot and killed W. H. Sauth, aged 
42, and then fired a ball into his own 
heart, from the effecta of which he 
died in thirty-six minutes. The men 
lived on adjoining farms, Kuykendall re- 
siding with his aged mother and Smith with 
his wife and five children, Ten years 
ago they quarreled over the location of a 
line fence and have been bitter enemies 
since. A few days ago Kuykendall’s cattle 
got over into Smith's field and the two men 
came almost to blows because of the fact. 

They did not meet again until this morn- 
ing. Smith was in Hubb Brothers’ store in 
Otterville when Kuykendall entered and 
at once drew a revolver. Smith was unarm- 
ed and in consequence threw up beth hands, 
at the same time exclaiming: ‘ Don't 
shoot.” Scaroely had he uttered the words 
before Kuykendall tired, the ball taking ef. 
fect in Smith’s left side, producing death 
two hours later. Before the employees of 
the store could prevent it Kuykendall turn- 
ed the weapon upon his left breast and 
fired, a mortal wound being inflicted. Both 
men stood well in the community, and the 
general belief is that Kuykendall was in- 
sane at the time of the tragedy. His misth-

English Travel Expensive. 


The eminent English railway authority, 
William M. Acworth, points out many 
causes for the differences between railways 
in that country and Canada. The higher 
rates of charges on English roads are thu» 
explained : ' 

" The very me capital outlay of Eng 
lish railways i¢ of course one main reason of 
the high standard of rates and fares in Eng 
land. Exactly how high that standard i. 
we have no means of knowing, for our rail 
Way statistics, made up in a form that was 
aid down by act of parliament about thirty 
years back, carefully suppress the iaforma 
tron that it is most necessary for us to 
have. 

“Ton miles and passenger miles are not 
here recorded, We know that each ton of 
goods carried paid the railways on the av- 
erage about 60 cents. If we guess that the 
average distance is about twenty-five miles 
we arrive at on average rate of 2.4 cents per 
ton mile, which is not far from three times 
the average rate in Canada. So in the case 
of passengers we inay guess that the aver- 
age fare is about 1.75 cents per mile, which 
though lower than the American average is 
higher than in any European country. Such 
a result seems very far from satisfactory. 
High cost of construction might have justi- 
fied a high range of rates and fares at the 
outeet, but year by year the traffic per 
mile of line open increases in density, 
and yet the nti 2 rates hardly come down 
at afte the last year or two their ten- 
dency has been all the other way—while 
the passenger fares only come down very 
slowly. 

** And yet the explanation is not far to 
seek. Our services have not always beenex- 
pensive to work ; they are becoming more 
expensive year by year. In Canada train 
loads are mainly limited by the capacity of 
the engines—ours by the weight of goods or 
number of passengers that have time to ac- 
cumulate in the very short interval between 
one train and another. 

** Now, in England our business is all 
between places which in Canada would be 
regarded as close together. We call Man- 
chester ‘ the north of England,’ yet Man- 
chester is only four and one-half hours from 
London. Consequently there must be trains 
between the tw pointe at all hours of the 
day, to suit the convenience of passengers 
wanting to go any time. Consequently, too, 
each train runs with very much less than a 
train load of passengers. Then these trains 
must be ran at high speeds ; for, though a 
few minutes more or less are of little im- 
portance in a journey of hundreds of miles, 
a quarter of an hour out of four hours is a 
vecy considerable percentage. High apeods 
mean few stops, and few stops mean addi- 
tional trains to serve the second-class 
stations. Then high speeds and frequent 
expresses for passengers mean high speeds 
and short trains for good—that is, half 
loaded engines ; foran engine loaded to its 
full capacity moves so slowly—occupies the 
line, that is, for so long a period—that it is 
impossible to find room for it. 

** But it would not be true to say that the 
goods are worked at high speed simply for 
the convenience of the railway management 
On the contrary, the demand for speed in 
the case of merchandise traffic is fully 
abreast ot that.in the case of sengers. 
Broadly, it may be said that the English 
goods service is based on the supposition 
that, between important towns at least, 
whatever is handed to the railway company

A British Army Sarceon Tells of Mis Ex 
‘perience With a Panther. 


Dr. Bryan O'’Kearney, « retired 68 ge 
of the British ey in telling some of his 
experiences while hunting in India related 
the following story: 

** We fellows on half pay, you know, like 
a bit of hunting now and then, so when one 
ot my men came to my house near Deccan, 
one morning with the news thata big pan- 
ther had broken cover we lostno time in get- 
ting up a party of beaters and starting out-

The panther ignored me, bat she pulled the 
doz boy ont from between my legs as a cat 
would a mouse. She took this poor fellow 
in her mouth, seized the other with her 
paw, and then mate for the thick brash 
again. I confess I was too frightened to 
stir, but as she passed me she gave me & 
blow with her great, long tail, as much as 
to say, ‘ My mouth is full and my paws are 
busy, but I'll give you one whack just for 
luck.’ That blow sent me — down 
the hill, and that fact sealed the big beast’s 
death warrant. I kept hold of my gun, and 
when [ got to my feet she turned her broad- 
side toward me. The dog boy was still in 
her mouth and one paw was on the breast 
of the other beater, but I pulled a bead on 
her and dropped her in her tracks, By that 
time the reat of the beaters had come up, 
howling over the fate of their comrades.

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BRITISH NAVAL DISASTERS.

From the recorda ot 
the British navy can be compiled « long 
list of verseela which have fallen victime te 
the elements, or to seamanship, or 
beth combined. Looking down the contar- 
ies, some wrecks stand out conspicuously 
from aving been made famous in song or 
story. The list of these is not @ short one, 
even if confined to large vearela. ‘ 

Going back less than two handred years, 
one meeta with almost the worst wreck, or 
rather wrecks, of all in the loss of four vee- 
sels of Sir Cloudesley Shovel's squadron 
off the Scilly Islands. In the Admiral's 
ship, the Association, seventy guna, more 
than 800 men were lost, including many 
“reopen ce gigs people of rank and 

irth were called in those days. There were 
but few survivors from the other three 
ships. This dreadful disaster occurred on 
Oct. 22, 1707. Sir Clondesley'’s monument 
in Westminster Abbey haa served to keep 
it in remembrance. 

All on board perished when the Victory, 
100 guna, sank near the Isle of Alderney on 
Oot. 5, 1744. The Thunder, 74 guns; Stir- 
ling Castle, 64; Defiance 64, and twelve 
emaller ships were lost in the same storm 
in the Weat Indies in 1780. 

More than 600 persons went down with 
“Brave Kempenfeldt” in the Royal George, 
man-of-war, 108 guna, off Spithead on Aug. 
29, 1782. Whilethe vessel was keeled over to 
repair a pipe, a sudden gust of wind wash- 
ed the sea into her ports and she sank. 
Cowper has perhaps immortalized the disas- 
ter 


Three hundred and sixty lives were lost 
when the Minotaur, 74 guns, wrecked on 
the Haak bank, Dec. 22, 1810. 

The most dire disaster of all, since the 
ships of the Spanish Armada were lost 
on the shores of the tight little islands they 
hadcome to subdue was when the St. 
George. 93 guns, Defence, 74, and the 
Hero, stranded on the coast of Jutland on 
Dec, 24, 1811, Admiral Reynolds and the 
crews, numbering 2,000 in all, perished, 
with the exception of 18 seamen, The 
Birkenhead, although a troop” ship, and 
not a man-of-war, deserves mention here 
from the memorable scene that was witness- 
edwhen she was lost on Simon's Bay, 
South Africa, on Jan. 7;1852. The troops 
with whom she was laden were drawn up 
on deck while the women and children 
were hurried to the boats. They prevented 
atma to death when she went down, not & 
man leaving the ranks to indulge in a fruit- 
less struggle for existence. Of the 658 
personson board, but 184 were saved, and 
thay were only saved by the self-sacrifice 
of the rest. 

The first.of the modern English ironclads 
to come to grief through wreck was the 
Captain, which sank in a squall of Finis- 
terre shortly after midnight on Sept. 7, 
1870. Only eighteen of the 490 persons on 
board were saved. Among those who per- 
ished were the Captain, Hugh Bargoyne, 
Capt. Cowper Coles, the designer of the 
ironclad, and not a few notable naval offi- 
cers. The vessel capsized and went down 
in three minutes. Her sinking was at- 
tributed to too low freeboard, heavy top- 
weight, masts, and hurricane deck. She 
cost £440,090, 

H. M. 8S. Vanguard, « double-screw iron- 
clad of 3,774 tone, was struck by the ram 
of the Iron Duke in a fog and sunk off the 
coast of Wicklow on Sept. 1, 1875. The 
crew, 400 in number, were saved. Capt. 
Dawkins of the Vanguard was dismissed 
from the service, and Lieut. Evans of the 
Iron Duke vas removed from his command, 

The frigate Eurydice, a. training ship, 
sank in a squall off the Isle of Wight on 
March 24, 1878, and 300 men perished. 

A disaster egimilar in many ote to 
that of the ‘other occurred in the English 
Channel off Dover on May 31, 1878. Ger- 
man vessela, however, not British, were its 
victims, Ina smosth sea, on a clear day, 
the Kaiser Wilhelm ran into the Grosser 
Kurfurast, sinking ker sos ily that 300 
of her crew were lost. he Grosser Kur- 
furat had slowed up and the Kaiser Wil- 
helm struck in trying to pass her.

Among the arrivals at San Francisco the 
other day from the Orient was a quiet, blonde 
man in middle life, whose achievements in 
barbaric lands have been talked of around 
the globe, Fow knew him, yet he has been 
received by kings, and for some years his 
deeds have been heralded everywhere by 
tea The distinguished man was 

at. Otto E. Ehlers, the famous German 
explorer, who first climbed the lofty moun- 
tain of Kilimanjaro, and who saved all 
that part of Kast Africa to the German em- 
pire, He is just retarning after some oo 
in the strange, wild countries be the 
Pacific, and what he bad to say gee ex- 
traordinary interest. He went to India 
after his arrival in Germany from Africa 
primarily to get a numberof tame elephants 
with which to subjugate the wild ones of 
the Dark Continent, but this led him into 
many other explorations, ss 

It was in 1885, it will be remembered, 
that hewent outto Africa. It was the 
time that fierce wara were raging. He ex- 
plored Kilimanjaro, 19,800 feot high, being 
the first white manto set foot upon its 
crest. He also accompanied Major Wina- 
man, the German Commissioner in Africa, . 
against the Arabs; andwas with him on 
several other expeditions, In these exploits 
Lieut. Ehlers had many narrow escapes, 
and to-day his face is scared by conflicts on 
battlefields and in jungles. 

Lieut Ehlera spent some time in the Gar- 
row hills in Assam with M. Savi han 
elephants, In this he took great interest, 
because it involves a ivory hun 
and carrying project which he has in view 
in East Africa, in object is to form ked- 
dahs, or great corrals made of trees and 
roots, in the German terri in Eastern 
Africa, where the ern n connection 
with transport animals are very great, 
Mules, ponies, and camels die off. quickly 
in the African jungles, but there are thonu- 
sanda of wild elephants ss to be caught 
in the forests, Un the slope of Kilimanjaro 
many herda are to be met with. Trained 
Indian elephants, mahouts, and a ew na- 
tive Indian elephant cateners are to be in- 
trouced there, and large catches will be ° 
made every year. It will cost aboat 2,000 
rapees a head to transport elephants from 
India to Zanzibar, bat the Germans can 
easily stand the cost of what is needed. Ina 
a few years, therelore, the African elephant 
will become something more than a mere 
ivory-bearing animal, to be slaughtered 
wholesale. This plan, it is conceded, will 
benefit Englishmen and Germans alike in 
East Africa. 

The Lieutenant said lic would have glad- 
ly seen the English and German : 
ments joining hand in such « project, and. 
he dwelt upon the fact that some 60,000 
elephants are killed yearly in Africa for 
their ivory, 

‘In Zanzibar alone,” said he, “some 
500,000 pounds of ivory are brought every 
season to the market. There are tusks 
among them weighing from 150 to 160 
pounds, and even more, but, of course, the 
tusks are mostly small, for itis much easier 
to trap or kill a young elephant than an old 
one. Let ua say that on an average every 
tusk is from twenty to twenty-five pounds, 
The tuske of 10,000 elephants are brought 
annually to Zanzibar. 

Elephants in Africa are mostly killed 
with poisoned arrows. Perhaps 50 per 
cent. break away to die in t nd pre “og 
where their tusks are never found. So, 
perhaps, 20,000 elephants have been sacri- 
ficed to get the ivory for the Zanzibar 
market alone. Besides this a lot of iv 
is used in the interior for all kinds of do- 
mestic purposes, The tusks are used as 
grain poundera, &c., while ornaments are 
commonly fashioned of ivory. There are 
even chiefs in the interior who have a 
— around their houses made of elephant 
tuska,”

assistance from either China or Russia; 
bat one might surmise that a stronger rea- 
son would be the fear of asking assistance 
from either, lest it should be purchased too 
dearly in comparison with the amount of 
money atetake. Japan is an enterprising 
and ambitious country. She has a strong 
navy, and Corea has none. She has colonies 
in Corea, and would probably be very glad to 
get a permanent foothold on the continent 
as territorial indemnity after success in a 
war with that kingdom. Hence the likeli- 
hood of trouble calling for an armed demon- 
stration was greeted with some enthusiasm 
by her press. But the time isnot ripe for 
a contest which might involve Russia, 
England, and China, as well as herself 
and which might rival in magnitude a’ 
struggle for the mastery of the Balkans, 
It is better to have the little pecuniary 
dispute settled in the way it waa,

The Soldier's Feet and Arma. 


There are two things which the German 
officer does not and cannot condone—one is 
non-efficiency of the soldier's rifle, the 
other achafed foot. If either of these two 
takes place on the march or during the 
mancuvres, the soldier is immediately 
punished with arrest, and is not allowed to 
offer any excuse. During the different ma- 
neeuvres of German army corps that | have 
attended, I cannot recall a handful of foot- 
sore men in the course of a day's work, 
and yet at all these field operations forced 
marches are a feature, in order to test 
the endurance of officers and men. The 
secret of this uniform excellence, as regards 
marching powers, lies in the training which 
the men receive, When t enter their 
company as recruits in O . first 
thing that is impressed upon their minds 
is the importance of the shee and the mua- 
ket. No psina are spared in giving the men 
at the etart comfortable foot.gear, and the 
are expected to look,after this with as muc 
interest as if it were a chronometer. In the 
spring following, when the snow ia off the 
ground, marches are andertaken, and these 
areregulated a: carefally as are the strokes 
and the courses of the college crew under the 
hands of the trainer. Each day the men 
march half a mile or #0 farther than the day 
before; each day they —— their back an 
ounce or two more; each day the speed they 
are able to maintain ia carefully noted ; in 
fact, the record of a com # marching 
from day to day, until late into the summer 
when they move into the open country, is 
kept as minutely as if it were a single 
picked eunpeay training fora match or 
competitive drill. The German soldiar is 
educated and trained for the purpose of 
fighting, and to have aman fall out before 
he reaches the fire-line is looked upon as 
quite as much a disaster as if he had been 
shot and wounded by the enemy. The art 
of war, os practised in Germany, is very 
much the art of ‘‘getting there,” and it is 
the general who poate himself most advan- 
tageously at the critical moment that may 
be assumed to have won the battle. —[Earp- 
er’s magazine.

DAIRY TEST, 

In this connection I might say that in 
the battle of the breeds, as it is called, the 
dairy test in which twenty-five each of Jer- 
sey, Guernsey and Shorthorn cows are engag- 
ed, the fine Ontario short horns are more 
than holding theirown, two of them having 
given over 50 lba. of milk a day more than 
once, which is the largest quantity given by 
anycow. The results of these tests, which 
will last all the season, will be most inter- 
esting to farmers, and I will endeavor to give 
you a summary of them as they proceed. 
Suffice it at present to say that the Jer- 
sey herd has led nearly all the way 
though in every particular, quantity of milk, 
percentage of butter fatand others solid and 
quantity of cheese and butter, The Short- 
horns have run ahead on one or two days as 
to quantity of milk, and it is expected that 
their staying qualities will stand them in 
good stead. 

The decisions in the other departments 
have not vet been made public, butit isan 
opensecret that Ontariowill seldom be found 
in second place.

What he failed to understand was the 
real business of the ship-builder, which 
was to'adapt his designs and ideas to the 
requirements of trade, so that the ship- 
owner would pot lose money by bis invest- 
mente. Before ocean traffic had caught u 
with the big ship’s dimensions, the whole 
science of naval architecture was revolu- 
tionized. 

The Belfast ship-builder who passed judg- 
ment upon Brunel as a dreamer has recently 
received an order for constructing a steam- 
ship one hundred and twenty feet longer 
than the Great Eastern, and with immeas- 
ureably _ pra engine power. The devel. 
opment of the passenger trade has created a 
demand for ships as great as they are swift 
and luxurious, whtil the leviathan of 1858 
is now to he surpassed at all points. 

But the new big ships, unlike Branel’s, 
are built for the time, and not a long way 
ahead of it ; and they are within the limits 
where the ship-owner’s receipts and expen- 
ditures meet on commercial terms.

With res pect to the widowed, the returns 
show 35 widowers insane in every 10,000 
widowers, and 40 widowa insane in every 
10,0 0 widows in the land, indicating 
that the disruption of the marriage tie by 
death has a more profound influence upon 
women than upon men. : 
In 1871 the insane under 15 years old 
were 6.2 for the males and 5,03 per 10,000 


correaponding figures were 5.05 for males 
and 8.8 for females—showing that insanity 
is not on the increase among the children 
of the country.. 


INSANITY AN IMPORTED EVIL. 


Analysis of the returns shows that the 
native eee Canadians do not contribute 
their proportionate share of intanify ; that, 
i point of fact, insanity is largely an im- 
pobted evil. “Lhe insane who are born out- 
aide of Canada and those who are born in 
Canada, both of whose parents were foreign 
born, numbe® 90 in every 10,000 persons 
foreign born, and the insane born’ in Can- 
ada of parents one or both of whom were 
born in Canada number 18 in every 10,000 
of the native born. 

Mr. Johnson puts this important fact thus 
to the public :—*t The native born Cana- 
dians are nearly nineceen times more num- 
erous than the English born, but have only 
twelve times the number of insane. ‘They 
are twenty-eight times more numerous than 
the Irish born and have less than seven 
times the number insane, They are thirty- 
seven times more numerous than the Scotch 
born and have less than eighteen times the 
number of insane.” 

In this connection it is somewhat sug- 

tive to find that the same conditions ex- 
ist with respect to the deaf and damb and 
to the blind. The foreign population, which 
is less than one-seventh of the whole popu- 
lation, have contributed one-fourth of the 
deaf and dtimb and one-third of the blind. 

In answering the question ‘‘Has insanity 
increased in Canada ?” the statistician sets 
aside the cenaus of 1881 as not in this par- 
ticular accurately tuken ; and taking the 
figures of the census of 1871 shows that the 
four provinces of Oncario, Quebec, Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, the number of insane 
has increased 34.4 per cent. ,while the popu- 
lation has increased 25.5 per cent. By an 
analysis of the figures he shows that the in- 
crease of inganity has been chiefly in Onta- 
rio, to which province immigration has been 
Jargely directed during the past score of 
years. 

Notwithstanding that Canada seems to 
have been made the dumping ground for 
defectives by other countries, the compari- 
son given by Mr. Johnson shows that Cana- 
da has four fewer insane per 10,000 inhabi- 
tants than England and Scotland,nine fewer 
than Ireland, and five fewer than the Unit- 
ed States and the Australian colony of Vic. 
toria, 

THE DEAY AND DUMB, 


The deaf and damb in Canada consist of 
2,590 malesand 2,229 females, There are 
1,929 single males and 1,75) single females; 
552 males and 330 females are married ; 108 
widowers and 148 widows complete the list. 
Taking the four original provinces of the 
Confederation for comparison, the figures 
indicatethat the deaf mutes have not increas- 
ed faster than population during twenty 
years, 

About 40 per cent. of the deaf and dumb 
have acquired the power to convey their 
thoughts and to receive impressions through 
reading and writing. The-deaf and dumb 
are employed in. various avocations, the pro- 
portion being 3,264 distributed among non- 
productive ¢ and 1,555 among produc- 
ers. Of the latter 963 are engaged in ag- 
riculture, fisheries and ety - 29 in pro- 
fessional purauita; 245 in domestic and 
personal service ; 39 in trade and transport, 
and 279 in manufacturing and mechanical 
industries. 

Compared with other countries, Canada 
has fewer deaf and dumb than Sweden, 
Austria and Switzerland, but more than 
Great Britain, France and Germany. 

THE BLIND. 


The blind in Canada number 1,839 males 
and 1,520 females. Females who are blind 
are 86.5 to 100 blind males. In France to 
every 100 blind males there are 76 females 
blind, in Prussia 88, Belgium 89, Norway 
108, England 85, Scotland 95, Ireland 106.

13,000 Miles @cean Race, 


According to » San Francisco correspond- 
ent, one of the longest races on record is 
now in precesa between five British ships, 
the winner of which is to receive $1000, 
The competing vessela are Bowdon, Pin- 
more, Lord Templemore, Lochee, and the 
City of Athens.

“When at the station of the little vil- 
lage the trainmaa calle out ‘Waterloo!’ the 
three syllables sound like a battle ery, the 
siniater echo of an old legend. A side car 
which we take at the atation brings us in 
fifteen mihates to the pedestal of the Lion, 
and stops in front of the museum which was 
, founded by Edward Cotton, sergeant-major 
| Of the Seventh Euglish Hussars. This mu- 
seum iva double-barrelled affair. It is an 
inn onone side and an ossuary and curio 
collection on the other. The old cavairy- 
man collected there all the souvenirs and 
relics of the battle that he could lay his 
hands upon—old rusty sabres, flint guns, 
shakos, muskets, sabretaches, torn old uni- 
forms, cuirasses bruised or perforated by 
bullets, fragmenta of letters, the autographs 
of Wellington and Blucher, all that 
survives the butchery and the glory. 
There are also a nomber of skulls, and 
heads of heroes exhibited there as if in a 
museum of anatomy, among which are many 
Anglo-Saxon skulla—easily recognized by 
their prominent teeth, skulls of soldiers of 
the Iron Duke, destined to become objects 
of interest for ing fools. Tho English 
enter piocusly this sepulchral restaurant. It 
is their vanity to enrich the museum, and 
many an English officer bequeathed his old 
uniform to the Cotton collection. 

“Cotton now les in the orchard of 
Hougoumont, by the side of Capt. Black- 
man, who commanded the Coldstream 
Guards on that 18th of June under the 
shelter of the brick wall, and fired upon our 
troops through the embrasures. The old 
hussar left his museum to his niece, who 
used to tell us all about the battle and the 
wonderful exploits of her uncle while recom- 
| mending her pickles. Patriotic and practi- 
cal Jane Cotton died in 1886, 

** Hougoumont, or, if you will, Goumont, 
still remains the corner of the battlefield 
which bears the test number of traces 
of the struggle of seventy-eight years a 
The French attacked the place furiously, 
scaling the walls and smashing down the 
doors, The English resisted with an ad- 
rcirable, intrepid, and fierce determination. 
Through the loopholes they shot down our 
men, and they in turn were slaughtered 
from the tops of the walls. Around the 
manor, in the manor, here, there, and every- 
where, wore heaps of dead men, In more 
than one place the dead were heaped in 
such a way as to make them stand in an up- 
right position. The fire at last devoured 
the manor. The castle and the chapel 
crumbled to pieces in the fames, But there 
still remains one little oratory, with a bell 
tower that droops like the head of an old 
|man. The fire stopped there, at the foot of 
'@ wooden crucifix, and the guides point out 
| this quasi miracle. The cracified figure is 
there, just as it was on the day when its 
thin arms were stretched above the carnage. 
The white walls of the little oratory are 
covered with names of visitors, English 
names ; and on the very roof of the vault a 
country-woman of the Highlanders,support- 
ed by a ladder, wrote: ‘The thintle. of 
me will flourish forever and forever ! 
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** But the things that flourish m the grass 
over the deep trench where the dead bodies 
were pitched are the little yellow and white 

; flowers of April. They are still there in 
| that great grave, the dead of the 18th of 
June. Englishmen and Frenchmen mingle 
their bones there to-day. It was then pro-

‘‘ The old walls of the orchard are atill 
deeply bullet marked, and the old pear 
trees, or rather a few of them that still re- 
main, carry in their branches many pieces 
of lead andiron. The trees that years ago 
were numerous, and each knot which con- 
tained a bullet, have almost all been torn 
down by the relic hunters. An old woman 
crouched against the wall sells some of them 
to-day. Befure her is spread an assortment

They always want to 
fight on the slighteat provocation, but they 
are not always clear as to who and why 
they wish for bloodshed, Take the popu- 
list governor, 8 Mr. Waite, of Colorado, for 
instance. That state has vast silver mines 
and as a consequence has been hit hard by 
the decree of restriction on coinage in India. 
Mr. Waite pears to think that Great. 
Britain is seeking ¢o usurp authority in 
America. He entirely overlooks the natur- 
al law of supply and demand and that the 
Queen’s Indian empire has a right to enact 
just such laws as it seea fit for its own 
governance irrespective of the interests of 
Colorado or any other state. Mr. Waite 
should also reflect that by the silver decree 
India herself is the greatest temporary suf- 
ferer. Far more reason is there for an outcry 
by the British farmer that American wheat is 
crippling his resources than for the gover- 
nor of Colorado to show his utter lack of the 
quality for governing by fuming in the fol- 
lowing fashion at the great silver convention 
held in Denver on Monday last: “If the 
money power,” said Governor Waite, 
‘““ehall attempt to sustain ite usurpation by 
the ‘strong hand,’ we will meet that issue 
when it is torced upon us, for it is better 
infinitely that blood should flow to the horses 
bridles rather than our national liberties be 
destroyed.” He said also :—** If it is trae 
that the United States is unable to carry 
out its governmental policy without the 
dictation or consent of foreign powers ; if we 
are @ province of European monarchies, then 
we need another revolution and another 
appeal toarms. If waris forced spon us 
we will send to Halifax a far greater army 
of ‘ British Tories,’ according to our popu- 
lation, than our forefathers sent there after 
the revolutionary war.” In conclusion the 
irate Governor said :—‘‘ The war has be- 

un ; itis the same war that must always 
waged against oppression aod tyranny 
to preserve the liberties of men.” As he 
feels so very strongly in the matter the 
irate Governor should not exhaust his 
steam in words, but should start in at 
once and declare open war—that is 
after he is positively sure he knows 
what. he means by “the money pow- 
er.” Inthe meantime he should bear in 
mind that it was a Radical and nota Tory 
Government that sanctioned the decree,

Clover and timothy hay stand ahead 
of all other crops so far. Grain crops 
are fair ; fruit crops poor. All crops 
will be a little late in being harvested.

A Valuable Ontario Mineral. 


A curious result of the excellent ex- 
hibit made by Ontario’s minerals ct the 
World’s Fair occured last week. In- 
cluded in the exhibit were four speci- 
mens of molybdenite, an exceedingly 
rare mineral, allied to graphite. Some 
Americans, observing these specimens, 
at once gave an order foracarload. As 
the mineral is worth from $400 to $500 
a ton, the directors of the exhibit are 
greatly gratified ; but are also greatly 
puzzled, as they cannot imagine to what 
use it is to be put. Moreover, very lit- 
tle is known about it, except that it is 
found in Hastings and Frontenac count- 
ies. But for the fine show made by the 
mineral department this piece of good 
fortune could scarcely have occured.

Affairs In India. 


General Lord Roberta has been address- 
ing a British military audience on the in- 
teresting subject of Anglo-Indian affairs.

In the profoundest abyams of the sea are 
strange forms of life, that never, save wheal

The work carried on by means of the United 
States Fish Commission vessel, the Alba- 
tross, has established the fact that forms of 
sea life inbabiting upper waters may descend 
to about 1,200 feet from the su » bas 
that below this, toa depth of 300 or 360 
fathoms, a barren zone intervenes where 
marine life seems absent. ut still deeper, 
strange to say,has been discovered an abun- 
dant and varied fauna,new to scienca,living 
under conditions of tremendous pressure, 
and paucity of the life sustaining element « 
of oxygen, that induced an eminent soolog 
ist to say quite recently : ‘‘What we know 
of tho greatest ocean depths forbids us to 
expect to find them inhabited by living 
organisms.” Here, indeed, survive formé 
of life the like of which no inhabitant of 
the upper world, not ever the sun himeelf, 
has looked upon before the dredges of the 
Challenger, the Albatross, the Blake, and 
similarly equipped vessels dragged up mar. | 
ine creatures from congenial co!d and dark, 

It might reasonably be supposed that these 
denizens of the great sea depths woukl be . 
built more firmly and strongly than surface 
animals to resist the pressure of the element 
in which they live, but it is just the con- 
trary. The most universal characteristic of 
these creatures is the looseness and flabbi- 
ness of the texture they exhibit. ‘ndeed, 
they seem to need the excessive pressure of 
the water about them to keep their parte 
together, for when they are brought to the 
surface they are ready to fall to pieces. It 
is a problem, so etrangely are some of them 
formed, how they can move from place to 
place; were they not entirely below the 
disturbing element of wave action they 
would, tv all appearance, be helpless. 

Inhabiting these abyamal spaces, as com- 
pletely cut off from communication with the 
W pee waters as we are from the inhabitants 
of other planets, we can only vaguely apecu- 
late on their habits and judge their manners 
of life from their somewhat remote ar ea 
to the surface species nearest akin to them. 
Plant life is entirely absent from their place 
of abode, and although they doubtless pre 
upon each other, some original sources of Led 
supply must, of course, be conjectured to 
exiat.

Abt all events, 
the walrus has been practically driven 
away by the hunters from the Magdalena, 
only an occasional specimén being now 
seen in place of the sportive shoals observ- 
ed by Cartier. 

The hair-seal, however, is still hunted 
with assiduity and with profit, and the ex- 
ports of seal-oil are valued at from three 
thousand to four thousand pounds per 
annum,

France and Siam. 

The difficulty between France and Siam 
is one of those periodical disturbances which 
have frequently arisen during the past cen 
tury between the former country and the 
Inde-Chinese peninsula. The French first 
t a foothold in this part of Asia in 1787 
Ey the purchase of Tourane from the King 
of Cochin China, but failed formally to oc- 
cupy it until 1858. This possession, how- 
éver, proved to France a prolific cause 
of quarrels and furnished pretexta for 
interference in provinces which were more 
or less independent, but which recognized 
a somewhat vague fealty to China proper, 
which lies north of them. French squadrons 
and transports with troops have several 
times been sent to adjust differences. 
The result kas been that each disturbance 
was made a pretext for new exactions by 
the stronger power, and France contrived 
to add to her ions three adjoining 
rovinces in 1862 and three more in 1874. 
ong a was occupied as late as 1884. As 
aresult of the —— controversy it is 
likely that part of Siam will be taken asa 
compensation for the expense of establish. 
ing a boundary between the French posses- 
sions and that country—a line which we 
may be sure will take in another 
nerous slice of Siamese territory. 
ndeed the French seem to have 
thoroughly adopted the policy urged by 


diplomat and statesman saw the necessity 


satisfying the public craving for martial 
achievement, He looked out for provinces 
to attract public attention, and Egypt and 
other spots on the African coasts were point+ 
ed ont as proper objects of French cupidity.

caution. 
An interesting interview with General 
Viscount Wolseley appears in a current 
British journal, and, following upon Lora 
Roberts’ praise of the army and military 
arrangements in India, seems to indicate a 
condition of pretty generalefficiency, marred 
by a few dificiencies and difficulties to 
which he draws attention. He thinks that 
there is a great improvement in the mental 
calibre of the rank and file. The principle 
of selection is gradually permeating the 
ranks of the service. Generals are now 
chosen according to merit, Colonels are be- 
ing ‘‘ selected ” more and more, and should 
all be chosen for ability, and not by senior- 
ity as officers np to the rank of Major still 
are. The retiring of Colonels at so early 
an age as the system now makes compulsory,
